As you know, Governor Cuomo recently introduced his budget proposal 
for New York State’s 1994-95 fiscal year. The proposal includes a freeze on 
the state aid payment per full-time student for all New York State 
community colleges. 


Besides the — 
increased probability of further program cuts and/or tuition increases for 
BCC students, the freeze could ultimately result in the “erosion” of state 
support for community colleges, according to Community colleges’ 
chancellor Ernest Martinez. This would be bad news not only for students, 
but for the entire region. 


As alumni, we need your helo NOW to preserve the quality and 
affordability for which BCC is renowned statewide and beyond. By 
lobbying the state legislature to increase the state aid payment (at least 
enough to keep up with inflation), we can help to avoid another financial 
crisis.

ALUMNA HEIDI WOOD FINDS NEW 
AND EXCITING CAREER IN THE 
VIRGIN ISLANDS 


When Heidi Wood heard that famous film 
director Michael Figgis was shooting the 
film “Liebestraum” in her hometown of 
Binghamton, NY, she quickly began making 
phone calls to land a job with the produc- 
tion. At the time, she was living and 
working as a free-lance production assis- 
tant in New York City. She managed to 
land a job as a set production assistant and 
extra for the film. As Heidi watched the 
entourage surrounding movie star Kim 
Novak, she noticed that it consisted of 
only one personal assistant who, like Heidi, 
was of diminutive size and build. When 
Heidi learned that the personal assistant 
was a professional massage therapist, she 
thought, “If she can do that kind of work, 
so can I!” This planted the seed for a new 
career for Heidi. 


For six exciting years, Heidi was involved 
in TV and movie production work. It all 
began right here at BCC, where Heidi was 
a student of media arts. Heidi credits John 
Butchko, coordinator of communications 
and media arts, with encouraging his stu- 
dents to get out into the community and the 
media field. Inspired by a field trip touring 
New York City’s TV and film studios, 
Heidi pursued and landed an internship 
with MTV. 


Heidi spent that summer touring several 
states during MTV’s “Amuck in America” 
special.

One of 
the more unusual episodes featured the 
annual “Bat Breakfast” in Carlsbad, New 
Mexico, where hundreds of people gath- 
ered at 4:30 a.m. to watch bats return from 
their nightly foraging to roost in these 
famous caverns. 


Working in TV and film production was 
glamorous and exciting for Heidi. Her 


many credits include production assistant 
for a Carly Simon special; extra in John 
Hughes’ “Planes, Trains and Automobiles” 
(starring Steve Martin); production coor- 
dinator for the Ad Council/AIDS and drugs 
commercial (directed by Martin Scors- 
ese); and script coordinator for Children’s 
Television Workshop’s “Ghostwriter’’ 
series. She also travelled around the coun- 
try on rock and roll tour buses for location 
shots. 


On the other side of the coin, however, 
were long and grueling work days, the 
time lapse in between jobs, and the crowded 
city life. Eventually, Heidi began to long 
for a more serene way of life. Remember- 
ing Kim Novak’s personal assistant, she 
returned to school, but this time it was the 
Swedish Institute of Massage Therapy, 
New York.

PLANNING AHEAD 


Syracuse University Professor Delivers Van Gorden Lecture

“The liberal education should be about examining your life; you should make decisions that will make you proud of the life you have 
led.” So said Dr. Samual Gorovitz, Syracuse University Professor of Philosophy and Ethics, in a Fall convocation at BCC. The pres- 
entation was the most recent Van Gorden Lecture, made possible with a major private gift to endowment by John H. and Emma P. Van 
Gorden. Mr. Van Gorden was in attendance. 


“What you do in life is mostly a matter of luck. But if the quality of your life is good, it is a matter of making ethical, moral decisions,” 
Dr. Gorovitz told a standing-room-only crowd of about 300 students, faculty and staff in the College’s Little Theater in the Student Center. 
“We are social animals; we do not live ina vacuum. Therefore we should know ethical behavior and that it is a major factor in our lives,” 
he said. 


Dr. Gorovitz, who was Dean of Liberal Arts and Sciences at Syracuse University for seven years before returning to the classroom 
fulltime, is a noted speaker and author. Also, he has appeared before Congressional committees to testify on matters of ethics.In his 
presentation, Dr. Gorovitz discussed the importance of the educated, examined life for the student so that the best decisions can be made 
by the individual. He also discussed the importance of teaching ethics. “To teach ethics, the teacher should raise the most difficult 
situations so that it could be seen either one way or a number of ways,” he said. “However, the cases discussed should be answerable, 
there should be a right and a wrong.” 


Following the lecture, a luncheon was held on the campus with about 20 administrators, faculty, students, and Mr. Van Gorden in 
attendance. Dr. Gorovitz shared his experience and expertise by fielding a number of questions, including many on issues Closest to the 
educational environment such as cheating and plagiarism. The convocation was sponsored by the Moral Reasoning Committee of the 
General Education Program. The Committee, chaired by Professor of Humanities Paul Chambers who invited and introduced the 
speaker, was assisted by BCC’s Teaching Center. 


The Van Gorden Lecture is funded by the John H. and Emma P. Van Gorden Endowment Fund for Students. This Fund also provides 
for a number of merit scholarships annually, including the Emma P. Van Gorden Nursing Scholarships. Another endowed fund 
established recently by the Van Gordens is the John H. and Emma P. Van Gorden Chair in Mathematics. Mr. and Mrs. Van Gorden are 
long-time residents of the Binghamton area. Currently they spend summers in Binghamton but reside in Florida the remainder of the 
year.

Home At.Last... 


A Very Special Story About a Very Special Family 


Judy Castner and Bob Bloom met in a 
BCC Accounting Class in 1984. In Octo- 
ber of 1986 they married and looked for- 
ward to starting a family. The disappoint- 
ment of three miscarriages led them to 
seek out numerous options for having a 
child. After meeting local families who 
had adopted babies from South America, 
Bob and Judy decided to register with an 
“adoption abroad” agency. Their priority 
was to have a baby as soon as possible. 


In November of 1991, they began the 
registration which included processing 
lengthy paperwork, and FBI check, physi- 
cals, personal and job references, and a 
NYS home study. 


Three months later they received news 
that their daughter-to-be, “Bianca Joy” 
was born in Peru and they were on their 
way to finalize the adoption application. 
Judy, terrified of flying, jokes that the 
flight was her “labor pains” but remem- 
bers that excitement left no room for fear. 


When their attorney met them at the Lima 
airport, there was a change of plans. A 
lawyer had been caught doing illegal adop- 
tions that day and there was a raid on their 
hotel. They would be safer with a Peru- 
vian family who boarded Americans. That’s 
how Bob and Judy met their new friends, 
Harold and Xenia Quezada. 


They picked up Bianca and spent two 
weeks filled with mixed emotions. She 
was so beautiful, yet covered with scabies 
from inappropriate foster care. And they 
knew that after two weeks they would 
have to leave her for two months until all 
of the paperwork was processed. 


Just before they were scheduled to return 
for Bianca, there was a coup in Peru. The 
President had dismissed his congress and 
all courts were closed. When they were 
able to return to Lima four months later, 
the country was in turmoil and the news for 
them was dismal. The new President of 
the Supreme Court of Ica refused to sign 


Bianca’s release papers, delaying her 
adoption for up to six months. Bob and 
Judy couldn’ t leave their jobs in the US for 
longer than a month. 


They were able to have Bianca in their 
care at this time, and remain in the home of 
Harold and Xenia Quezada. The bonds 
between the two families strengthened every 
day. It was a dangerous time in Lima and 
Bob and Judy were afraid to be seen pub- 
licly with the baby. For days they would 
wheel Bianca around the dining room table 
in her stroller. With anxiety at its highest 
point, they found levity in the situation by 
nicknaming Judy “The Crying Lady.” 


Leaving Bianca a second time was heart- 
breaking for the Blooms. Judy remem- 
bers, “When I kissed Bianca good-bye in 
August I didn’t think I would ever see her 
again.” Husband Bob recalls, “I never 
gave up... butI went to St. John’s Church 
every morning before work to attend mass 
and to pray.” 


Their only consolation was that they had 
left Bianca in the care of the Quezadas, 
awaiting adoption of Peruvian twins. In 
the US, Marizia Valencia, a BCC Spanish 
teacher provided great moral support and 
was insightful in helping the Blooms under- 
stand Peru’s terrorism issues. Father Kevin 


Bunger, now BCC Chaplain, spoke with 
Judy’s mother, providing prayer and moral 
support. 


After eight months, Bianca’s papers were 
finally processed and on October 17, Bob 
went for Bianca and brought her home to 
Endicott. 


The adventure does not end here. While in 
Peru, Bob encouraged Harold Quezada to 
pursue his education. Harold, age 26, who 
studied finance and worked as a banker, 
was out of work and without means to be 
retrained. As a way of showing their grati- 
tude and love for the “couple who saved 
our lives and saved Bianca’s life,” they are 
sponsoring Harold to study at BCC for the 
nexttwo years. He now lives with Bob and 
Judy and studies Engineering Science at 
the College. 


The Blooms are thrilled that Bianca will 
have exposure to someone from her native 
homeland, and to someone who cared for 
her. As they now all speak “Spanglish” 
together, one can truly observe and under- 
stand what “really matters” in one’s life- 
time.

Letter to Alumni Association 


A while ago Scott and I received a letter 
and a campus update from BCC. The 
letter asked for success stories and was 
addressed to former students now living 
abroad. 


It’s nice that BCC remembers its former 
students and cares to keep in touch with 
those of us who live abroad. BCC and the 
time that we spentas students on campus is 
very dear to us, because that’s where we 
have obtained most of our education which 
has brought us to where we are today. And 
it’s where Scott and I met. Today we’re 
living and working successful jobs in 
Sweden. 


It started in 1982. My father, an IBMer 
from Jarfalla, Sweden, had been assigned 
to work for the mother company IBM 
Endicott for a couple of years. The pur- 
pose was to gain enough knowledge about 
a printer in order to introduce it for sales 
from Sweden. My parents, sister and I 
moved to the US. My sister started 9th 
grade in High School and I began looking 
for acurriculum to enter at BCC. Iremem- 
ber that the choice of courses was great 
and that I got help from Alan Bennet to 
figure out what I wanted to study. In 
January of 1983, I started Business Man- 
agement, marketing and sales. I remem- 
ber looking at the list of courses for each 
semester. It was like going through a fine 
menu in an exclusive restaurant. All sub- 
jects looked interesting and I couldn’ t wait 
to start indulging in all the knowledge. 


Nevertheless, it was not without great 
nervousness that I went to school on the 
first day. In the Swedish school system, 
taking English is obligatory from 3rd grade 
(age 9), and so naturally I knew some Eng- 
lish, yet I had a hard time understanding 
during the first few weeks of class. But I 


had teachers like Thomas Kanack, John 
Bunnell, Patricia Begasse, William Dav- 
enport, etc. whose support and enthusiasm 
for the subjects they were teaching helped 
me to Overcome many barriers. As time 
went by I also made friends and began 
feeling more and more confident. Among 
my friends from that time is Debbie 
McGlynn, who was taking Early Child 
Development. She resides in Johnson City 
and I keep in touch to this day. 


In the Student Activity Hall I met Scott. 
He grew up in Chenango Bridge and after 
a few years in Texas had returned to New 
York to finish his education. We decided 
to get married in 1985, a few months 
before graduation. Later that year, our 
first daughter Tiffany was born. The year 
of 1985 was difficult because of the reces- 
sion, and after a year‘we decided to move 
down south to find work: I had stayed 
home with our daughter and it was time for 
me to start looking for a job. Scott was 
tired of doing side jobs after being laid off 
from Universal Instruments Corporation, 
along with many others. We decided to 
move to Maryland where friends (former 
BCC students) assured us that the employ- 
ment market was lucrative. 


Believe it or not, after a short period of 
employment search in Maryland we settled 
with jobs in our fields and a nice apartment 
in Laurel. Scott was offered a position as 
Mechanical Technician by GTCO Corpo- 
ration. Later he moved into a position as 
Technical Writer. I started working for 
USA Today as a part-time telemarketer 
and later moved into a position involving 
Statistics and developing figures for pur- 
poses of marketing analysis. Our second 
daughter Alexandra came along in May of 
1988. The expenses of day-care increased 
and I decided to resign from my job at 


USA Today and stay home for some time. 


Since a few years back we have been 
living in Sweden. It was important to me 
to come back for some time after all those 
years abroad. The pace of living is slower 
here and, good or bad, there is less compe- 
tition in society. 


Scott has struggled with the Swedish lan- 
guage and now speaks it! He is working as 
a Product Developer for Paramecanic AB, 
a Swedish company that is in close col- 
laboration with FXC Corporation of Cali- 
fornia. I was working as a Staff Assistant 
for DuPont Scandinavia AB since early 
1991, but was recently laid off due to lack 
of work. 


Sweden has been hit very hard by the 
economic recession still prevailing: in 
Europe, and for the first time oursystem is 
seriously threatened. Scott and I have 
made several attempts to sell our apart- 
ment for the purchase of a house, but the 
market is frozen. 


One thing that I find very positive about 
being a bicultural family is that our chil- 
dren have become bilingual. And they 
speak both languages well. They can’t 
wait until we visit the US the next time. I 
feel the same way, although we like it here 
and I think we’ re settled for good this time. 
And we’ll always keep the memories of 
the time we spent as students at BCC dear 
in our hearts.
